“When did you first meet Mittie Moss?”

HIS LAST RUN. 


George Fernau,a Keel Driver, Killed 
While Going to a Fire. 

George Fernau, the driver of the reel of 
Engine Company No. 3, met with a sudden 
death while running te a fire this afternoon. 
Atl2:45p. m. an alarm was sounded from box 
174, corner of Benton and Buel streets. 


rire Company No.3 whose headquarters is 
on Marion and Carondelet avenue, was amon 
the first to attend. Fernau drove the reel. 
As he reached the corner of Cherokee street 
ind Carondelet avenue, he attempted to make 
a short turn. The wheels of the carriage 
caught in the track and the ree! was tilted to 
one side in such amanner as to throw 
Fernau on his bead in the street, 
He lay there for a moment or two, apparently 
dead, when his companions picked him up 
and carried him into a ueiguboring store. 
The man was evidenily badiv hurt, and bis 
skull appeared to be _ fractured. He 
was insensible, and it was evi- 
dent that his injuries were fatal. 
In ashort time he died without regaining 
consciousness. The accident was aimost un- 
avoidable, Fernau not ovoticing that the part 
of the street railroad track over which he was 
driving was higher above the street than it 
ought to be, the macadam  be- 
ing worn away on either __ side. 
Fernau lived at 2003 Miami street. He 1s 
said to have been an experienced fireman, 
and one whose death is a great |038 to the de- 
partment. Chief Sexton was informed by 
ielegrarh of the accident, and went down to 
the engine-house shortiy after its occurrence. 
{t 1s very probable that Fernau owes bis death 
to the miserable condition in which the street 
car tracks are allowed to remain on parts of 
the streets in the vicinity where the accident 
occurred. In many cages the rail stands four 
inches above tbe street, the macadam having 
falien away from it and leaving a rut on 
either side.

The Tomb of Coster at Harvlem—Faust’s 
Claims Set Aside by the Dutch. 


Geo. Alf. Townsend, writing from Amsterdam. 

Tne weather in July in these Low Coun- 

tries, though they should be damp, 1s very 
warm. To-dayin Amsterdam is like the rise 
of awarmsun in July in the City of sNew 
York..A part ofjyesterdayjI spentjas,the tomb 
ofithe alleged founder of printing from types, 
an inveation almost as simple and as neces- 
sary a8 the invention of numbers or the al- 
phavbet. No art has done more for America 
and the modern people than priating, and it 
only precedes the discovery of America by 
gbout forty years. The ancients came very 
pear discovering printing,avdjdid use stamps, 
prands, seals, signet-rings, etc.; but, not- 
wilb:i:anding their literature and the im- 
men-e copying of pooks they performed, they 
did notcome tothe little innovation of mov- 
able types. 

The Chinese, and the Germans, too, used 
bieck types, Wnoich contained many charac- 
ters; but thev did not strike the small idea of 
separating the lciters and have them mova- 
ble, 0 as to put them into any combinatioa. 
The Dutch believe, anda large part of the 
criticism gives them the credit of having in- 
vented tie art of printing about thirty years 
before Gutenberg, the German, applied it. 
The Dutch inventor of priutiug Was named 
Laurens Janson Custer. Sothe first priater 
was a Coster-mooger. He lived in the city 
ot Haarlem, near Amsterdam. 


Heariem is now a place of over 39000 in- 
habitants, a!most on the sea cost, filseen or 


twenty miles west cf Amsterdam, li is e+le- 
brated for « great siege it suffered 


eighty years after the discovery of 
America, When 10,000 of the people per- 
ished, andall the Protestant clergy and 
2,000 of the citizens were executed by the 
Spanish. In ini> little city stands the bronze 
statue of Coster, the discoverer of prin'iug 
by movable types, eeected in 1856. 
There 1s no doubt tha: he did uiscover it by 
culling letters on wooden Lablets and taking 
impre-sions from them, andthe Dutch pus- 
sess 2 book he priuted. He then made types 
of wood, of lead and of zinc. Not finding any 
powerful pairon, he coud not do much with 
the invention. he Duten iheorg is that one 
of bis workmen, named John Faust, stole his 
master’s Implcments and types and fled to 
Cologne and then to Meniz (ur Mayence), 
where he started a printing establisn- 
ment. In 1816 the city of Haariem 
bad a popular viedicaiion of Custer’s 
claim to this discovery printed, and 
they had a magnificent celebration in als 
honcr On the fcurch anniversary of itin 1523. 
Buts Gutenberg will siways keep the credit 
of baving been the first printer of any im- 
portance, and if he was preceded by a cea- 
eration Inthe mere makiuez of the types, he 
first gave printing its character and influence, 
and jeft “numerous books behind him to ut- 
test his work. 
* GUTENBERG. 

He was bern at Mentz, Germany, in the 
year 1400, atthe commencement of the cen- 
tury toward the ciose of which Columbus 
brougoat America out of the fogs ui distance. 
Hetsxves his mother’s name insiead of his 
father’s, which was Gen: fleisch. 

He was of tise, good extraction, but when 
he was twenty years old some civic quarrel 
forced him to leave his town and go to Stras- 
burg, and there he found « partner and some 
pecuuiary assisiance, and began to print se- 
eretiy lest the patient might get out. It is 
koown that he uad a press, movable types, 
the forms in which the types are locked up, 
and the otber facilities of the arfin 1438. 

Luther, the reformer, was not born for half 
a ceptur(tury after that,so it ts reasoaable to 
suppose that Gutenberg emancipated the 
mind before Luther Jet loose nis tongue. This 
Gutenbergéucver put his name on his bovks, 
thereby showing some of the modesty or 
wor! diy ignorance of Shakspeare,wahose piays 
geem to have been made for money and not 
for fame, tobe plisyed and not to evoke 
the admiration of posterity; so Gutenverg 
Was amerchant, not a fame-seeker, and his 
fome is all the greater that be did not live in 
fear ofit. Gutenberg stayed several years 
in S.rasburg, or until abou: 1444, and thea 
he disappeared for about six years—some sav 
to perfect his printing art, and others say 
that, being an inventor, he had a new scheme 
on the brain, but at the age of fifty he was 
back in his native town of Mentz, and there 
found a man of property named John Faust, 
who put up the funus lo Carry out the print- 
ing scheme. 

FAUST, 3 

This Faust, somet.mes cailed Fust, was 
alsoanative of Meniz, and died in Paria 
about thirts vears befure America was found. 
Gutenberg had spent everything he bud, 
bringing printing toscome perfection, when 
he got Faust to g> into partnership wiih 
him, and advance funds. A copy of ibe 
Hib:e they are supposed to have printed had 
type like bandwritiog. This Latin Bible, 
sometimes cailed ine “*Mazarin Bible,’’ can 
be seen atthe Lenox Livrary, in New York 
(ity. the founder of that library having given 
$3.000 for the book. ‘ 

Five years after they went into partnership 
Fau-t sued Gutenberg for what he had ad- 
vanced, over 2,00) florins, and recovered 
Gamages. Faust :bhen seized on the greater 
portion of the printing stock and put his son- 
in-iaw, named Peter Schoffer, in the busi- 
ness, Who had studied under Gutenberg aad 
assis'ed in the invention. oor Gutenberg 
then went to some other bouse, took another 
partner, named Dr. Conrad Homery, and 
siso began to print. So there were two print- 
ing establishments in the same city of Mentz, 
or Mavence. 

Faust printed eleven works, including a 
sible in Latin, and probably other works not 
to Well authenticated. A War sprang up be- 
tween a Bisuop and the Lord of Nussau,which 
bruke up every industry in Meniz, and the 
sidiery, While sacking Faust’s place, got at 
the secret of the printing and toid it to other 
people. In the attempt to take tbe printing 
ert io Paris and establish it there, Faust died 

in tha city of the plague. ’ 

In the meantime Gutenberg, who was well 
bred, laid printing aside and went into the 
service of the Elector of Nassau, and there 
&re tl ating around copies of several works be 
privted, but he appears to bave la;sed into 
Teiaiive obscurity. Neverthe ess, he enjoys 
the full honor of bis work with posterity, aud 
BS early ss 1540 the city of Wittenberg, Lu- 
ther’s tuwn, publicly celebrated bis fame, and 
other Germaa cities followed the example, 
and finaly in 1887 the Danish sculptor Thor- 
Waldsen put up a statue of Gutenberg in 
Mentz, and three years afterward the French 
Sculptor David d’Angers the same man who 
mad+ the statue of Thomas Jefferson, to be 
Been in Washington, put up in Strasburg an- 
O'her statue of Gutenberg. The city of Frank- 
fort has built a more ambit ous monument to 
the thrce men—Gutenberg, Faust and Schof- 
fer, and ranged around the base the heads of 
tairieen eminent printers. 

TWO FAUSTS, 

The question mav be asked what connec- 
tion the printer Faust had withthe operatic 
Character, Dr. Faust. The latter was born 
eighty years after Gutenberg, if he ever lived 
aC al, and was ascholar who became disap- 
pointed with the results of human learning, 
tod by magic entered into a contract with the 
€evil io vive him pieasure in exchange for his 
tou’. This pecromantic Faust is referred to 
br the reformer Melavethon ag a man whom 
be had once known; and Luther mentions 
bim «ss a man lost to the next worid. 


Dr, Faust is said to have died as 
late as 1638, only about twenty- 
ive years pefore Shakspeare Was 


born, and a life of bim was printed at Frank- 
fort in 1687, It is, therefore, clear that Faust, 


the capitalist of printing, and Faust, the pro- 
fessor and wizzard, were not the same per- 
sons; but printing had been started by these 
Ge: mans, and the knowledge of it was some- 
what spread. and the first cities to take it up 
were those of Italy, where the Roman char- 
acters, such as we now read, were used in- 
stead of the German or Gothic characters as 
before, Very beautiful books were printed 
in Milan and Venice and near Rome—one of 
these books, the Decameron of Boccaccio, 
printed in 1471, brought the enormous price 
of $11,300 in the year 1811. 
CAXTON, 

Aman named William Caxton, born ip 
England, and who died just about the time 
Columbus was discovering America, at the 
aze of eighty, learned the art of printing in 
Holland, where he was sent as an agent. of 
the Mercers’ Company, of London, mercers 
being dealers in clothing materials or dry 
g00ds. Caxton brought back to London 
Dutch types about 1475 and set up a printing 
office by Westminster Abbey, and his adver- 
tisemeut or placard is still preserved at Ox: 
ford Universii\y, saying: ‘If any man would 
buy things emprinted after the f@rm of this 
presen! ietter let him come to Westminster, 
into the Almonry, and he shall have them 
goods cheap.” 

Caxton used two kinds of a size of type 
called the secretary; then three fonts of great 
primer; tben one font of double pica, and one 
oflong primer. All his works were printed 
in what is called black letter. About sixty- 
four productions of his are preserved or well 
testifed to, and, as he wasa translator, he in- 
troduced many bright French works to the 
Britisn public, and thereby established the 
basis of English literature. He was dead 
more than seventy years before Shak-:speare 
came upon the stage. 


NEWSPAPERS. 

By the vear 1500 it is said that there had 
been two hundred and twenty different towns 
or placasin Europe where printing presses 
had been set up. 

Printing was introduced into the United 
States at Cambridge, Mass., in 1609, about 
two bundred years after Gutenberg invented 
the art. Type founding had got to be quite a 
husiness in Engiand in 1637, when the Gov- 
ernment appointed four tyve-founders to 
supply all the printers in the kingdom. 

The first newspeper printed in Eogland 
was in 1622, two years after the Pilgrims 
landed at Plymouth. The first daily paper in 
English was not published til! 1792, and was 
caiie¢d the Daily Conrant, a name still pre- 
aeeeee by Senator Hawiey’s paper, in Hart- 

ord. 

The first mewspaper to stand up for the 
liberty of the press was that of John Wilkes, 
published in i762, only twelve years before 
the American Revoiution, and the letters of 
Junius, which gave the press such conse- 
quence, began to appear in the London Ad- 
vertiser in 1767. 

The London Times was foundedin 1785, 
immediately »fter the close of the American 
Revolution, andit bad acirculation of one 
thousand copies a diy. 

The first daily paper published in France 
was the Paris Evening YPostin 1777. The 
first American newspaper was printed at 
Boston in 1690, and the Legislature bounced 
it immediateiy, declaring that its publication 
was contrary to law, and that it contained re- 
flections of a very high nature,and the second 
number was not ailowed toappear. It *as 
followed by the Boston News-Letter in 1704, 
printed by a Scotchman. James Franklin, 
pbrother of Benjamin Franklin, established 
the New England Courant at Boston in 1721, 
andthe Legislature ordered James Franklia 
out of the business, on the ground tbat 
“the terdency of said paper is to 
meek religion and ~obring it into con- 
tempt; that the Holy Scriptures are therein 
abused: that the reverend and faithful min- 
isters of the Gospel are injvriousiv retlected 
yn; His Mejesty’s Government offended and 
"he peace anu guod order: of His Majesty’s 
subjects disturbed.’? Consequentiy,the paper 


hau torunup tne name of Benjamin Frank- 
iin when he was oniv sixteen years oid, an 

thereby he was introduced to the world 
as the most distinguished printer tha 

has ever been connected with the press 
Washington was not born for ten years after’ 
Franklin, as a boy of sixteen, became the 
1ominal publisher and real editor of the 
New England Courant. In 1725 William 
Bradford, who had published a paper in 
Phiisdeiphia six years before, started the 
New York Gazette. 

DAILIES. 

The first daily payer in America was the 
Pennsylvania Packet, published in 1784, at 
the close of the Revolutionary War. The 
first newspaper in New York City of much 
consequence was a Tory paper called the 
Roval Gazette, published in 1773, and it soon 
rose to a circulation of 3,600 copies. The old- 
est newspaper now existing in New York is 
the Commercial Advertiser, published in 
1797, four years before the Evening Post was 
started by William Coleman, of Massachu- 
setts, and Bryant wentonthis paper when it 
was a quarter of a century old. 


Mr. Booth’s Don Ceasar.

Tothe list of characters in which Mr.

A MEXICAN JAR. 


An Old-Fashioned Earthquake and a 
Big Scare. 

City of Mexico Correspondenee N. Y. World. 

Providence, as though to give us a severe 
lesson and make us thoroughly understand 
all the force of our ingratitude, living in a 
city where we enjoy the most delightful 
climate in the world, where we are free from 
all epidemics, and where at present we have 
prosperity, security and peace, has just sent 
us a sensation which, so far as novelty is 
concerned, leaves us nothing to desire, to- 
wit, an earthquake! I suppose the news of 
the earthquake has alreaay reached you, as 
it took place on the afternoon of the day the 
passengers left this city to take 
their departure by the last New York steam- 
er. The shock wasa most severe one. It 
took place on the 19th of July at 2:35 p. m. 
According to the majority of the reports, 
including that ofthe Central Meteorological 
Observatory, its duration was 2 minutes and 
3J seconds, Making it one of the lonzest earth- 
quakes on record. At firstthe movement 
Wasa trepidation; then came an oscillation 
from north to south, lasting about 15 seconds, 
aud changing again from northeast to south* 
west until it very gradually ceased. 

The shock was felt with more or less force 
and duration in the following cities aud 
towns: Cuernavaca, Iguala, Tlaxcala, 
Toluca, Puebia, Orizaba, Vera Cruz, Quere- 
taro, Oaxaca, Cuautitian aud Yautepec. Sv 
it is estimated that the shock extended over 
ab area Of 1,688 leagues. Herein the capital 
it caused much mischief. The walis of sev- 
eral houses fell, agrest many edifices were 
badly cracked and the churches suffered greai- 
ly. In the Cathedral there are several fissures 
in the principa! vau'ts and a wide opening in 
the north wail pear the entrance. The patu- 
chial chureb, E! Sagrario, waa very much 
cracked, a3 also those of San Fernando and 
San Saivador. In the Nationa! Pzelace and 
City Hall, andin the rooms occupied by the 
public archives, the walis are very badly 
cracked. The Mexican Railway Station also 
suffered. It is estimated that at least 80 per 
cent of the buildings ia the city were more or 
less injured. The water inthe city fountains 
and that of Lake Texcoco everflowed in all 
directions. The earth opened in some places 
and the ground sank in others. The 
water pipes were broken and there was a 
zreat scarcity of water during the next fortv- 
eight hours. The monumental arches of the 
aqueduct of San Cosme and of the Salto ae! 
Avia suffered a greac many fissures f.om 
which the water flowed freely. in the gar- 
den, in the main square, ts very large lamps 
fell and were broken to pieces. Two men 
were killed by failing from scaffolding, and 
others received contusions. It is miraculous, 
with such a severe shock, there. were nol 
more lives lost. 

The panic caused by the earthquake was 
dreadful. Peopie rushed out of their houses, 
and, kneeling down in the middie of the 
street, raied their hands to neaven and 
prayed sioud. Some sang litanies and others 
confessed their sins for the benetit of ail who 
could hear them. Children ran out of the 
schools crying and wringing their hands. 
The baiconies of the houses were full of la- 
dies sobbing 2nd praying fervently. Horror 
aud consternation were depicted on every 
face. Horses and mules, whetber alone or 
attached to vehicles, suddeniy stopped, 
stretching out their fore feet and refusing to 
proceed. Many persous fei! in the street and 
the people Lhougbt the world was coming to 
an end. 

The many scenes that occurred during this 
earthquake, though sorrowful, were at the 
same time slightly laughable. Husbands and 
wives, mothers and their children bade each 
otber an eternal farewell, thinking their last 
moment had arrived. The name of God was 
invoked in gseverai languages and one couid 
hearin the streets the exc'amutions of *'Sen 
Dios, Dios miol’”’ ‘“*My God, have mercy on 


us!” ‘Madonna! Dio Sanio!’? “Mon Dieu, 
ayez pitie de nous!” ‘*‘Mein Gottim Him- 
mei!’’ 


It was a moment in which fhe createst dan- 
ger united ali the inhabitants of tke capital in 
one sentiment, that of intensefear, and those 
who a few minutes before professed a deep 
batred for each other pow fell weeping int» 
their greatest evemy’s arms. I shail never 
forget the effect produced in the streets by 
the women’s subs, the exclamaiions of the 
men, the screaming of tbe children and the 
chanting of the litanies. Of course I was noi 
exempt from fear myself, and I sincerely 
hope never again to pass two minutes and 
thirty secends in such a disagreeable state of 
excitement. 

The shock was also very much felt out of 
this city. In Puebla nearly ali the buildings 


have been very badiy damaged. The in- 
habitants of Vera Cruz were fearfully 
alarmed; the shock was very strong 


there, and the sea roared furiously ali the 
time. In the town of Yautepecthe church and 
several houses fell. In Oaxaca it was accom- 
panied by loud subterranean rumblings and 
caused much damage. The city of Huajua- 
pum, in the State of Oaxaca, has nearly disap- 
peared, as all the principal buiidings, the 
churehes and the greater part of the private 
residences are in ruins; and in the thriving 
town of Huamantia, on the railway, very 
large rocks have fallen from that grand 
mountain, the ‘*Malinche,” causiog great 
damage. 

This earthquake was the severest that has 
been feltin Mexico since 1864. There have 
been many copjectures and opinions regard- 
ing the cause of the earthquake, and there 
has been great fear of its repetition. How- 
ever, a3 we have now passed fifteen days 
without any renewal of the shock, the alarm 
has entirely subsided. !

A Mysterious Parasite. 
From a New York Special. 


On Saturday last Mr. Thompson, the florist 
in charge of the greenhouses at Prospect 
Park, Brooklyn, shot and kiiled a iarge fat 
rabbit, or hare, which bad beenipreving upon 
his flowers. Tne carcass of the rabbit wouid 
have been consigned in the ordinary course of 
things to the oblivion of the muck heap, bui 
in this case it happened to att:act the attep- 
tion of Mr. Bunce, the assistant florist of the 
park, Wbose quick eye detected a peculiar 
ewelling on the neck just behind the ear. Mr. 
Bunce is a naturalist as well as a florist, and 
his curiosity Was excited tosuch an extent by 
the strange tumoronthe quadruped that he 
decided to dissectit. He did so forthwith, 
using a delicate penknife. Instead of a tumor 
the swelling proved to bea pocket in the cuticle 
of the animal in which was lodged a larva or 
grub measuring about an inch and a half ip 
lengih and about three-fourths of an inch 
across at its widest part. It was ezg-shaped, 
with the ends flaitened, and colored a dark 
lusterless black, like the skin of a black cow 
from which the hair has been rubbed off. 
Stiff hairs in scant quantity were distributed 
over the back, aud the body was divided into 
sections gby jointed ridges which enabied 
the grub to maintain a slow, oscillating and 
vneasy metion. The pocket of skin in which 
it made its nest was smooth and devoid of 
inflammation and contracted to a sma!! oven- 
ing, from which, with a little distension, if 
the chrysalis were inclined to exert its power, 
i: could have expelied itself. 

The extraordinary dimensions ef the grub 
pave drawn already quite a numberof ento 
mologists, professionals and amateurs, to in- 
spect it. It wil! probably be the subject of-a 
special scientific investigation. Meantime

An Englishwoman’s Eccentric Will. 
From the London Telegraph. 

One of the most eccentric wills of modern 
times has just been quietly set aside by Vice- 
Chaucellor Bacon in the Chancery Division of 
the High Court of Jusiice. The document in 
question Was executed in May,1868, by a Mrs. 
Anve Burdette of Giimorton, in Leicester- 
shire, and ber leading testamentary disposi- 
tions were made inacodicil, which directed 
certain appointed trustees, immediately after 
ber funeral, to cause the windows and doors 
of every room in her dwelling-house to be 
bricked up in a solid manner, and to continue 
the bricking up for twenty years. 

The kitchen only was to remain unsealed, 
and in this apartmeot some respectabie mar- 
ried couple were to be instalied at a pepper- 


corn rent of one halfpenny per week, their 


uty being to take care of the premises, and, 
in particualar, to see that no attempts were 
made to raise the brick blockade of the doors 
and windows, In order that her directions 
should be carried out to the letter, certain 
benefits under the will were given to the 
trustees, which benefi'a they were to forfeit. 
if the house ceased to bein a strictly bricked- 
up and barricaded state. 

By another codicil the testatrix directed 
tha: the windows should be boarded up aud 
nailed with good long nails bent down on the 
inside and then covered up with sheet iron 
andtin. Ofthe property thus hermetically 
seaied up no effectual devise was made. This 
extraordiuary wiil was disputed in the Pro- 
bate Court, but probate was eventually 
granted, : 

Then the parties who were dissatisfied took 
the case into Chancery, and no fewer than 
eight counsel learned in the law appeared be- 
fore the Vice-Chancellor on W ednesday,Aug. 
2, those who supported the validity of the de-

The strife over the Republican nomination 
for Governor of New York is beginning to 
turn up scandals about the magnates of the 
oarty. The Albany Journal, Gov. COR- 
NELL’s organ, has published an editorial] ap- 
parently inspired by CORNELL himself, mak- 
ing charges of such a serious nature against 
Roscoe CONKLING that a rather sensational 
controversy must ensue.

80 universal and excessive as in Eagiand. Ia 
SHAKSPEARE’s time, long before the eight- 
eenth century, it was said of the 
Englishman: “He drinks you, with facility, 
your Dane dead drunk; he sweats not 
to overthrow your Almain; he gives your 
Hollander a vomit ere the next pottie can be 
filled.”? And the present Primate of the 
Churecb of England is not only opposed to 
Prohibition, but he has published his con- 
demnation of the pledge of total abstinence 
as a means of promoting temperance. So far 
as Christianity is concerned, those guzzling 
English models of whom Gov. BROWN is so 
proud will point him tothe New Testament 
and triumphantly ask him when or where 
CHRIST preached total abstinence, either vol- 
untary or enforced, and when or where 
he condemned the liquor traffic. Mar- 
TIN LUTHER centuries ago denounced 
the beer-drinking of the Germans, but tbey 
are to-day the foremost race in Europe, and 
no otber base made more progress since 
LUTHER’S time. But without following the 
Governor’s specious fallacies any further, it 
is enough to say, in reply to his fling at ‘‘*the 
cant aboutinvdasions of personal liberty,’’ 
thatthe fundamental theory of his letter 
would leave no locus standi for personal lib- 
erty inthis country. If the manufacture, 
sale or use Of all the things that men enioy 
must be utterly suppressed by law because 
some men abuse tbe privilege and serious 
evils result, euch legisiation will destroy ail 
human freedom, ali individual responsibility, 
ail the merit of personal virtue or self-re- 
straint, and convert society into a mere 
machine With no volition, no conscience, no 
judgment but that of the law-making power. 
This would be the very reverse of all] the 
principles ofour boasted Engiish civiliza- 
tion. Itwould moreover be putting our race 
into a strait-jacket such as it never bas 
peaceably worn, and never will—thanks to 
Anglo-Saxon independerice.

THE CHINESE WAY. 


Mr. Yung Lung Discourses on 
Education,

with a Little Digression on Western 
Fanaticism, 


The literature of China is extensive, and 
covers alarger number of topics than most 
persons in other countries would suppose, 
Until a few years ago, Cnina has been very 
conservative, and its cities have not been 
open to the world or an opportunity afforded 
for atud:iag the character and literature of 
the peoyle. Recent commercial treaties have 
yeen the means of many -foreigners im- 
migraiing imto the country and the 
adoption ot & . more liberat govy- 
ernment and policy on the part 
of the Mongolians, At the present time Chi- 
nese may be Metin nearly ail portions of the 
United States, working at Various avocations. 
The more Wealthy and enlightened natives 
have even sent their sons to America to be 
ejucated in our language and to study our 
form «f Government. A number of them 
have received educations in the two leading 
nniversiiies of the United S-ates, Yale and 
Harvard. Anintelligent maa, a graduate of 
the firsi-named college, was seen last night 
in the Southern Pote!, in the person of Yung 
Lung, an educational commissioner of his 
nalive ec untry. Mr. Lung was observed by a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter, sitting in the ro- 
tunda of the hetel, ard engaged in 
earvest conversation with Richard Johnson, 
E-q., of this city, and formerly a United 
s:ates Consul to China. The reporter was 
introduced by Mr. Johnson and sat down to 
listen to the conversation. ihey were taik- 
{ing about the annual examination of stu- 
dents in China and the cour-e of study. 

“The seusous of the hterary and military 
examinations held in each province are times 
of great inierest both to the people and for- 
egners who may be residing in av ovincia! 
civ,” said Mr. Lung. “At these times each 
citv becomes the scene of the defeats aad tri- 
umphs of an army of ambitious aspirants after 
knowledge, power or position. The labor 
of an educati n commences at 4 Very ear!\ 
perigd in the life of » Chinese student, nor is 
it relinquished until the discivie is buried 
under the earth. Lhe examinations are very 
atrictiy conducted, ard where one takes a 
degree a hundred fail. It is an interesting 
sizhbt to see so muny grav-headed men «ho 
bave heen defeated «a score of times stil! 
Working away to e2sin entravce once more to 
the exaniination haiis, eager to try 
again for the decree which has 
-O many times eluued their gras». 
Oue need not be surprised,” coatinued Mr. 
Lung, “*when toid that scarcely a year passes 
that a student is found dead in 
his stall, bis essay ha'f written and evidences 
of hard study iying about pim.”? 

The reporter inquired how the present sys- 
tem of examination was con ueted in China. 

‘“*The vpresent system of competitive ex- 
aminations,’’ be replied, “is quite oid, have 
ing been inaugurated early in thes period of 
the Fang dynasty, or more than 600 years 
avo. It has descended io ihe 
present time with very few and 
minor alterations, All thistime Wuchany— 
4 Very ancient city and ove of the capitals of 
China about A. D. 229—has been the seat of 
these exumiaations for the province of 
Hupit. ‘The city since its foundation has 
yeen destroyed more times than Jerusalem, 
and even within the last six bundred vears 
has not yet fully recovered from its last de- 
molition, but it is stilla wealthy city. ‘The 
natis wherein the examiuations are conduct- 
ed eontain nct less than  tweive 
thousand compartments or Slails, 
sed only during the -rine days 
of essay writing.

If any one finds the heat oppressive this season in St. Louis, what 
must be the experience of our English cousins now in Egypt, wher, 
Arabi Pasha is contributing his aid to make the climate ‘exception.

Jaspectors, or Detectives, on the 
Watch in St. Louis. 


They Recover Sixty-Seven Head of Cat- 
tle This Week—Patticulars of a 
Novel Business. 


Very few people outside of the trade have 
any idea of the magnitude of tne live stock 
business in this country or of the Inamner In 
which it is carried on ona iarge scale. 
They bave heard of the great size of some of 
the Western or Southwestern ranches, and 
of the reckless riding of the ubiquitous cow- 
boy, but at that point their information ends. 
The readers of to-dav’s POsT-DisPatcH will 
learn for the first time that the great herding 
districts of the Southwest are obliged to 
keep detectives, or inspectors as they call 
them, at the great cattle receiving and ship- 
ping points, in order to look out for and re- 
cover strayed or stolen cattle, There are 
two of these inspectors stationed now 
at the National Stock Yards in East St. Loews. 
One of them, 
Wial is KuOWA iit al "energy 
kee Strip,” and the other, Mr. J. R. Plumber, 
the “Panhandle District.’”? A reporter of the 
Post-DisrpaTcH met Mr. Lane yesterday 
afternoon atthe yards and had considerable 
coaversation with bim relative to his rather 
novel business of cattle detective. Mr. Lane 
explained that he was the agent of the 
‘*‘Stockmen’s Association of the

The Panhan- 
die country ig that portion of Northwestern 
Texas which juts up into the Indian Terri- 
tory and adjoins Arizona. There are still 
other associaiions of ranchmen in Colorado, 
Montana and Wvoming, but as few of their 
cattle come to St. Louis they do not keep an 
inspector here. The “Cherokee Strip’’ folks 
keepan inspector also at Caldweli, Kas., at 
Kansas City and at St. Joseph. 

In Chicago there are no inspectors for the 
reason that all the Southwest cattle that go 
there are obliged to go throuch St.Louis,Kan- 
sas City or St. Joseph. The various stock as- 
sociations have each a “‘brand book” which 
shows the exact walrkiug of all the cattle on 
that particular range. The reporter in-

of Mr. Lane, and found that it contained 170 
different brands, With these brands of course 
the inspector is as familiar as with the alpha- 


bet, and he is able to spot a sieer 
instantly which has one of his brands 
upon it. Mr. Lane was in wuncom- 
moniy good spirits yesterday because 


be had this week made a haul of no less than 
sixty-seven good cattle—the largest haul ever 
known io St. Louis or Kansas City. Mr. 
Lane’s method of procedure is as follows: 
Before 6 o’clock of each morning he visits 
the pens and looks over all the iong-horns 
that have come in Guring the night. When 
the day trains come in he is at the chute to 
watch the unloading. He claims that he can 
pick out asteer instantiy that does not be- 
long tothe party controliing the shipment. 
When such catile are found they are imme- 
diately removed, or *‘cul outl,’’ as itis called, 
at@ the shipper bas to stand the loss, 
The ‘‘cut out” csttle are sold by the 
inspector and the money forwarded to the 
owner of the brand. Sometimes it wil) 
happen that a ranciman will ship with his 
cattle one or two of the cattle of aneighboring 
ranch, and do so Without intentionai dishon- 
esty, but this cannot bappen often or in large 
numbers. Itis impossible for a man to 
herd uv sixty-tive cattle belonging to other 
ranches on bis range and not know it. Be- 
sides there ig in every district an anima! 
ROUND UP 
or general exchange 0! estrays. The “round 
up” is of itself one of the most interesting 
features of the live stock business. It taxes 
place early in the spring. On an agreed day 
all the ranchmen of 4 district 
proceed together tojJ one ranch. The 
cattle of that ranch are then driven in and 
each ranchman picks Out any that may be- 
long to him.- ‘Then they all proceed to an- 
other ranch, driving each his own bunch of 
catile. So they continue until all the ranches: 
bave been visited and the ‘‘round up” is 
completed. In the **Cherokee Strip’’ there 
are three districis, and the “round up” in 
exch is commanded by aregularly appointed 
captain. 

No cattie are ever “cutout” ofa shipment 
bv an inspector ifthe shipper can sbow a bil] 
cfsale for them. If he can’tshow a bili’ of 
saie, the cattie are seized as before said. It 
migat be supposed that shippers weuld con- 


test the ‘cut out” business, but Mr. 
Lane says that he nas never 
bad any trouble that Way, 


All live stock men understand the inspection 
business, and they know the risk they run of 
detection ifthey behave crooked. Besides, 
itis useless and expensive to contest with 
the inspector He hasa power of attorney 
from every ranchman of bis association and 
wiil replevin the cattle if necessary. Neither 
Mr. Lane nor Mr. Plumber have ever found 
i. necessary to resort to law. The former 
has only been at the National Yards since 
the 20th of June, but the latter bas been lo- 
cated here upwardsofayear.

WASHINGTON, August 16.—The Tariff Com- 
mission, although a mucb-abused body, is 
actually beginning to make arecord. From 
a gentleman who is thoroughly conversant 
with its work I }earn that it has already in- 
vestigated and obtained opinions upon nearly 
one hundred different articles subject to 
tariff regulations. True, few of these investi- 
gations have been upon the most important 
features of the tariff or relating to the great 
industries ef this country, yet this work al- 
ready dove isa necessary part of the duties 
of the commission, and it is getting the work 
out of the way while the experts on the more 
important topics are preparing themselves ‘to 
iapart information upon those subjects.

“Andthe talk about junketing was not 
entirely founded on fact then?
